The reply dated April 17, 2007 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action because of the following omission(s) or 
matter(s): 

Applicants changed the hydrogen at position 1 la on the ring to a methyl group and, as a result, none of the current claims read 
on the elected invention. Canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to a non-elected 
invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because they do not 
contain the requisite hydrogen atom at position 1 la (compare to the 4/15/04 preliminary amendment showing "H" at that position). In 
addition, Applicant failed to mark the changes to formula (I) (i.e., CI, C2 and C3). 

Since the above-mentioned amendment appears to be a bona fide attempt to reply, applicant is given a TIME PERIOD of ONE 
(1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS, whichever is longer, from the mailing date of this notice within which to supply the omission or 
correction in order to avoid abandonment.
